PARIS, June12.—Admiral Kolchak, 
of the All-Russian Government at 
Omsk, .in~ his reply to the first letter 
‘from the allie@ and associatéd powers, 
which resulted. in a.second letter prom- 
ising him allied-support,. stated «that he 
did. not ‘intend’ to retain power longer 
than fequired by the interest. of the 
country, He_ reaffirmed ‘his intention 
to.call.elections for. the’ Constituent As- 
sembly as soon as the Bolsheviki have 
been crushed. ‘The text of the Admiral’s 
reply ‘as madé ‘public tonight, having 
been received here on June 6, reads: 
.* The vernmieht over which I pre- 
n> happy to-learn- that the 
reply;. as made public tonight, having 
in regard to Russia. is, in perfect ac- 
‘Gordance with the task which the Rus- 
sian Government itself has undertaken, 
that Government being anxious above all 
things to re-establish peacé in the. coun- 
try! and to assure-to the Russian people 
“the ‘Tight to decide their own destiny in 
freedom by means .of a Constituent.

of anger and despair over the inability 
of the. great stateamen-of Burope to har- 
monize the differences devéloped at the 
very end of months of consultation, 
when all the problems seemed to have 
been solved.

Germans. wanted, and--which the 
British delegation also, in response to 
a widespread public opinion in the 
United Kingdom, believed .should- be 
made in part at least, were:

CHICAGO, June 13.—That some army 
officers assigned to. the . disciplinary 
barracks at Fort Leayenworth were 
involved in the ‘counterfeiting and 
forgery plot was“intimated today by 
Peter B. Trautaberg, of the local Secret 
Service office, following the arrest of 
five men in this City said to be: im- 
plicated. 

The forgery, from which perhaps $100,- 
000 has been realized by.the use of 
names of prominence, involved the print- 
ing of 1,000 Sub-Treasury checks, call- 
ing fér $100 each, as well as checks on 
private concerns, such as the United 
Fruit Company. The printing: of these 
was done in the prison printing office at 
Fort Leavenworth. To get paper on 
which to print the checks the prisoners 
had to obtain the best paper. So. they 
wrote to leading supply houses of the 
country. 

On a large number of the checks. the 
name *‘ C. Skelton Williams ’’-was writ- 
ten. These checks passed more readily 
than any, it being assumed™by the re- 
cipient that_it was drawn at the instance 
of John Skelton Williams of the United 
States Treasury. 

Twenty-eight arrests iiave been made 
thus far, including five in Chicago and 
one in Mississippi. Eight soldiers are 
under arrest at the barracks. 

“The soldiers themselves,’’ said 
Drautzburg, ‘‘ could never have secured 
these samples. This is where the offi- 
cers came in, several being of high rank.

The Germ&ns have been beaten, but 
Germany still exists; her leaders are_ 
striving to get off ‘as easily as possi- 
Ble; some-of them hope that the in- 
ternational situation will presently 
enable them to. ‘recover what they 
have lost in this wat, and perhaps to 
win ‘some of the things for which they 
began the war.

THE MERCHANT MARINE. 
The. United States Shipping. Board's 
recommendations for the development 
of an Ameri¢an merchant marine 
have the merit of direct and vigorous 
statement, but it is evident that the 
way is only blazed ‘to the duty which 
Congress must discharge... We have 
the ships, we can manufacture four 
times the quantity ‘of goods needed 
for the domestic market, and an 
American merchant marine’ must be 
established on broad ‘lines. and main- 
tained profitably. The problem can- 
not be worked out in a hurry—haste 
would maké waste and loss; therefore, 
the House of Representatives will fol- 
low the example of the Senate and 
hold hearings, with the Shipping 
Board’s report as a guide, to deter- 
mine how the growing fleet shall be 
operated. It will be necessary to con- 
sider. whether the navigation laws 
should be amended, whether there 
shoiild be subsidies in some form; and 
how an American marine insurance 
should be instituted. The inquiry 
need not take-a long time if Congress 
will-listen to the specialists and fol- 
low the lead of those members’ of the 
Senate and House who have: some 
familiarity with the general subject. 
In urging’ private ownership and 
operation the’ Shipping Board advises 
the withdrawal’ of the Government 
“ from commercial shipbuilding, ship- 
“owning, and ship-operating activi- 
“ties at the earliest date which may 
“be convenient and practical.” It is 
proposed that Government-owned steel 
ships be sold for 25 per cent. of the 
purchase price down,. the’ remainder 
to. be paid in installments extending 
ovér ten years. This would be a lib- 
eral arrangement, although there 
would be difficulty in making a sale 
price. Not all the ships built are de- 
sirable—the construction of some of 
them has been criticised; and it is 
suggested that “ such.’ coal-burning 
“ steel ships as may be redundant or 
“ otherwise undesirable in the Ameri- 
“can inerchant marine” might be 
sold to foreigners, the receipts to ‘go 
into a fund “ to build. the vessels the 
“ United States needs to. balance its 
“merchant marine as planned.” The 
Shipping Board is unduly optimistic

As Great “Britain would 
also be in the market, the United 
States might: have to set up a bargain 
counter for “ redundant ” ships.

In form it is not ‘striétly a recogni- 
tion of the Omsk ‘Government which 
has been annouticedby the Allies; the 
Powers will: merely. . ‘ absist™ Adniiral 
KoL_cHAakK and his: associates to- become 
the Government - of -all Russia; ' they 
do not yet in terms” recognize ‘thém as 
this Government.

NECESSARIES. 

There is less inconsistency than at 
first appears in the payment, of tariff 
duties ‘ofa million dollars in a single 
day on imports of inxuries at a time 
when there is such complaint of the 
dearness' of. the necessaries of daily 
life. There is always & market for 
everything. at a ‘price, and foreign 
countries find here the ‘best : market 
for what they are compelled to sell be- 
cause they can no longer afford to use 
it. A third of the million was paid in 
customs on diamonds. The sellers can 
get moré here for diamonds than in 
their. home markets, more depressed 
than our own, and the dollars thé 
dianionds bring will:buy here, more of 
whatever is wanted than anywhere 
else. ~ : ; 

The result is.a contribution toward 
Correcting the balance of-trade which 
is now running so strongly against 
foreign buyers as to stimulate their 
sales here. . Put in another way, the 
imports of luxuries while we find food 
so. dear proves that foreigners want 


| f00d more than diamonds, and that the 


complaints of the cost‘ of living here 
are not universal is shown by the fact 
that there are buyers for luxuries 
wher they are madé sufficiently at- 
tractive. Depression ‘here is more 
psychological than real when diamonds 
are imported to a total of $15,000,000, 
against $8,000,000 last year. French 
notions such as perfumery, textiles of 
dazzling beauty, laced, ‘silks; and so on 
are still favored, and their importation 
s.-welcome proof of reviving trade 
among those. who .need,to buy here 
with the proceeds of what they can 
sell. We can send back iron, coal, 
and factory products which we can 
produce endlessly, and food which 1s 
abundant ‘only heré;‘and which nobody

| crop year. It is a pity that food is so 
dear, but more are buying luxury 
goods than ever and’at bargain prices, 
of which we shali hear more as the 
correction of the exchanges and the 
‘averaging of the products. and pros- 
perity “oh the opposite shores of the 
ocean proceed.

Speakers Tell Medical Convention 
Experiments Yield Little. .

ATLANTIC CITY, June 13.—Physi- 
clans, who were invited to speak upon 
experiments with influenza cases; said 
at the final sessions of the convention of 
the American Medical Association here 
today that they had made little progress 
in isolating any organism of the: disease 
or developing an anti-toxine. Dr. Wade 
Frost said that sporadic outbreaks of the 
disease might occur in various parts of 
the country, and pointed out that the 
profession would have to use its old 
methods of fighting the disease, because 
little new knowledge had been gained 
by investigators. 

Dr. William H. Park of New York 
ae nt P 4 that conflicting results had 
been noticed by physicians who were 
trying to isolate the influenza organism 
said that. with fifty different cultures 
about the same number of variations 
had been observed -without finding the 
true germ. Other speakers said that 
investigation was so badly needed ’that 
the American Academy of Medicine had 
urged the association to seek a Govern- 
ment fund of $1,500,000 to carry on in- 
tensive research work for at least four 
years.

ORDERS ONE RATE ON PAPER 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Finds Carriers Discriminate. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Rates on 
paper -throughout trunk-line territory 
must be revised to make them conform 
to a definite and uniform basis, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission declared 
today in deciding the case brought by 
the Michigan Paper Mills Traffic As- 
sociation against the New York Central 


and other railroads seeking removal of 
alleged: discrimination. 

Defendants were allowed forty-five 
days to propose a revised schedule that 
will eliminate the inequalities disclosed 
by. the evidence. 

‘““It is definitely established,’’ the 
commission said, “‘that many the 
rates on paper in the East have been 
made by the carriers largely for the 
purpose of permitting mills on their 
lines to compete in certain markets with 
other mills more favorably .located.’’ 


THE CONDITION OF TRADE.

in the .elimination of artificial restrictions 
and is significant of the movement toward 
restoration of normal economic conditions. 

While the vexing delay in the actual 
adoption of the Peace Treaty remains an 
ebstacile to a full measure of progress, 
less ig heard of the deferring of important 
commitments on this account as consum- 
ers’ needs develop more urgency and buy- 
ers see more clearly that further price re- 
cessions are unlikely, and the disposition to 
anticipate future requirements is spreading 
in many quarters.

TO HOLD MEETING MONDAY 


Financial District Now Seee ‘white 
Fleet as Nucleus for Amerk 


can Merchant Marine. 
“sf t 


The proposed sale of the British-regis- 
tered ‘vessels of the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Company 
through ‘at the special stockholders’ 
meeting on Monday next, according to a 
statement issued ijast night by John. W. 
Platten on behalf of the Proxy Commit- 
tee formed by him with Frederick W-. 
Scott. This sets at rest all doubts as to: 
the possibility that the Marine Company 
will be/liquidated, and has been inter- 
preted’in the financial district to mean 
that the American flag fleet of the com- 
pany, which was jeopardized by the pro- 
posed sale and liquidation, may be used 
as the nucleus for the development of 
the. American merchant marine. 
statement issued by Mr. Platten read: 

The stockholders at their meeting to be 
held on .Meonday will not approve of the 
sale of the International Nav gation Com- 
pany, Limited, assets. Already the com- 
mittee has received proxies covering 400,- 
000 shares to be voted in opposition to the 
confirmation of the sale. These proxies 
have been received within less than forty- 
eight hours after the proxies were matied 
to shareholders, and a.very. substantial 
additional amount of stock will be voted 
against it. . The total amount of stock 
eligible to vote at the special meeting. will 
not exceed approximately 900, shares. 

Before the announcement was made by 


Mr. Platten that his committee had 
enough proxies to block the deal, it was 
learned that Harry Bronner, a Director 
of the company, Was also opposed to the 
sale.and had turned over his proxy to 


the Platten Committee. 

It was also learned that the opposition 
to the proposed deal among members 
of the Marine Board only became 
evident after statistics regarding -the 
workd tonnage Situation had been re- 
ceived from the other side. At the time 
the first offer’‘was made by the British 
syndicate the £27,000,000 offered for the 
assets and tonnage of the British sub- 
sidiary companies was considered a fair 
price. The armistice had not been 
signed, peace was problematical, and 
there were no figures showing just how 
deep an inroad the war had made into 
the merchant fleets of the world. Nor 
had there been any survey of the peace 
requirements of Europe. 

Since the blocking of that Geal by the 
United States \Shipping Board, which 
asked first that the negotiations be held 
up for a time and then stated that it 
would take the place of the British 
syndicate, later refusing to carry out its 
verbal contract, the shipping situation 
became plain to America, and it was 
evident that the British offer was net 
sufficient. 

While no officia] statement has been 
made on this point, it is asserted in some 
quarters that the members of the Marine 
Board who opposed the deal were will- 
ing to have it go to the stockholders for 
their consideration and the special meet- 
ing was called. When it developed that 
a ratification of the sale by the share- 
holders would place the aeery in..an 
embarrassing situation and. that liquida- 
tion of this big going concern would 
have to follow, the Platten-Scott Com- 
mittée was formed and the real fight 
started

BIG CATTLE TRADE OPENING. 


Trial Orders for Dairy Cows for 
France Will, Decide the Future. 


Following the recent arrival from 
France of a. commission to negotiate 
for-seyeral.thousand head of dairy cat- 
tle, the Department of Agriculture of- 
fers suggestions as to how breeders in 
this country may help the farmers of 
France, and at the same time benefit 
the animal industry of this country. 
The number of cattle to be supplied 
will depend upon the ability af\ Amer- 
ican. dairymen to furnish sufficiently 
good animals at the prices the commis- 
sion is prepared to offer. 

Probably 3,000 cows and ‘heifers’ will 
be purchased the first month and the 
number will be increased if the animals 
are satisfactory. 

This is the second purchase of dairy 
cattle for the devastated regions of 
France; the first, made last April, con- 
sisted principally of 104 pure-bred and 
grade cows and-four pure-bred bulls 
purchased by the French High Commis- 
sion. That importation by Francé was 
in the nature of a trial order. Those 
cattle and the others which will be ob- 
tained are to be used as foundation 
herds for the war destroyed regions of 
France. : 

Regulations governing transportation 
of live stock to foreign countries have 
been revised, and apply to dairy cattle 
as. well as to beef animals which in past 
years constituted the bulk of the ship- 
ments. The regulations require that 
adequate feed, water, and attendanfs, 
as well as comfortable stalls and pens 
be furnished, so the animals will arrive 
in the best possible condition. 

The Bureau of Markets, through its4 





alked| foreign trade division, has arranged to 


have the animals transported under the 
classification of ‘‘ relief,’’ which makes 
immediate shipment possible. Inspectors 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry will 
make. the necessary certification to the 
health of the export cattle and an of- 
ficial health certificate will accompany 
each shipment. . 

The success of livestock exportations 
from the United States, it is announced, 
depends principally on the co-o peration 
of breeders. It appears that orders are 
being placed other .countries, in- 
eluding Canada, and repeat orders will 
depend on the measure of satisfaction 
given. The French officials have indi- 
cated their desire for large animals of 
good milking quality. The Department 
of Agriculture fays stress on the need 
for sending the French people only the 
kind of stock that-will be a credit to the 
American cattle industry 

According to the officials the export 
trade in dairy cattle can be established 
for years to come by filling the orders 
with animals of excellent quality; on 
the other hand the trade may be q 
lost by shipments of inferior stock. Of- 
ficers of dairy cattle associations are 
being asked to acquaint their member- 
ship with these pol pen and also to im- 

ress on them the importance of build- 
ng up abroad an esteem not only for 
American cattle but for .the fairness, 
courtesy, and ability of American 
breeders. 


SAVES MANY LAWSUITS. 


Federal Grain Inspectors Leave Lit- 
tle Room for Disputes. 


The Federal Government has devel- 
oped an authoritative system of grain 
inspection throughout the country that 
promises to reduce greatly,,if it does 
not entirely -eliminate, lawsuits over 
quality of grain delivered. Formerly 
inspections were made whglly by  pri- 
vate agencies that carried little author- 
ity and where shipper and receiver dis- 
agreed a lawsuit was very often the re- 
sult. Now the Government’s agents step 
in when the receiver appeals from the 
declaration of the shipper as to quality 
and grades the shipment. Though this 
grading may be disregarded, the Gov- 
ernment’s laboratory methods and dis- 
interestedness in the proceedings leave 
little hope for the party to the transac- 
tion who carries his contention further. 
As an example of-how the plan works 
the following is cited: 

A grain dealer in a small town where 
there was no licensed inspector bought a 
car of No. 3 yellow corn from a shipper 
at one of the large markets. . On receipt 
of the corn it was found that the car 
was very unevenly ae ee Approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the corn on top 
was of good quality, while the rest had 
a , large percuataue of. heat-damaged 
kernels mixed through it. All efforts 
to get the company that sold the corn 
to make a settlement met with the reply 
that the corn was sold subject to inspec- 
tion: at place of shipment and that no 
discount would be allow 5
